DEFIANT AND CONFIDENT 


BISMARCK EXPLAINS F IH O P AN POL­ 


ITICS TO TH E REICH TAG. 


As IJ *u*l H e Carries His Po int, and the 
M ilita ry B ill W ill Go Thro u h — T h e Old 
Sta tesm a n T hinks W ar No t a Thin* *>’■ 
th e Near Future, but Is K unnlng 
A lter 
Nobody and Ready for A ny th ing. 


Berlin, Feb. 7.—Th e reieh staa: was th e 
scene Monday of a great gath ering of German 
statesmen nnl people, all of wh om were 
draw n th ith er by th e announcem ent th at Bis­ 
m arck wouid speak on th e m ilitary bill. 
But 
wh at th e man of blood gad h ’° a would say 
directly about th e bill was only of secondary 
importance. 
Th e real cause of th e interest 
th is timo was th e belief th at th e ch ancellor 
would elaborate on th e relations of Germ any 
w ith Russia and France apropos of th e pub­ 
lication last week of th e treaty betweer Ger- 
matiy and Austria. 
Th e existence of th e 
treaty h ad long been known, but its pro­ 
visions were a m atter of more or less specu­ 
lation, and th e publication at th is time was 
looked upon in many quarters as an intim a­ 
tion to Russia th at sh e m ust stop massing 
troops on h er western frontier, or fi^h t. 
Prince Bismarck was greeted with im­ 
mense enth usiasm all along th e drive to th e 
reicbstag and deafening ch eers announced 
h is appearance on th e floor of th e German 
parliam ent. 
He opened by stating th at h e 
would discuss th e general European situa­ 
tion, wh ich , h e said, bad ch anged very little 
in th e last y ear.

Russian newspapers, but h e did absolutely 
believe th e czar’s word. 
Concentration of 
Russian troops appeared serious,but th ere was 
no pretext for war. W ar with France would 
not involve war with Russia, but war with 
Russsia would eventually involve tra nc e 
He believed th at th e concentration of Rus­ 
sian troops m eant th at Russia intended to 
make h er voice h eard wh en next th e powers 
conferred.

There iu*e «’niployed in this country nearly 
.5,000 telegraph 
and 
telephone 
linemen. 
They arc all exjiert men in their business, 
and, while the work is extrem ely hard, they 
are fa irly well paid. 
Their work is jieculiar. 
If a break occurs 
in a w iry they have to start out, find it and 
repair it. 
B y instruments now iu use it is 
possible to tell pretty nearly 
where tin* 
trouble is, but it m juires even then a man 
w ith tt quirk eye and a long experience to 
hud it out without the wustiug of much v a l­ 
uable time. 
'i his is part H*dlarly so in a big 
city, where sometimes as high as 100 wires 
are strung on one pole, 
Nome of these men are able to pick out a 
reitain w ire and follow it for almost any 
distance, though it m ay Ijc one of a du/en on 
the pole. 


The men begin work as grounduieu or as­ 
sistants. 
ThdvUku ry the w ire and atteud to 
the w«»rk <ift tmefground, w hile the regular 
Lnemeh cUmh t^e j)jo|«*.s and attend to the re- 
jiairs. 
(irm lu aliy the groundnmn learns to 
clim b with spikes and to keep his head clear 
at great heights. 
Then he is given some un­ 
im portant work to do aloft until he gradually 
becomes exjK-rt enough to do any kind of 
work. 


I he lineman has t«> do his work at all 
times of the day and night, am i in all kinds 
of weather, 
in fact his hardest work is gen- 
c ia lly iu the coldest ami most disagreeable 
weather, for it is then that the worst dam ­ 
age is done to the w ires. 
In the w inter time 
Le has to clim b poles covered w ith i«*<*. and 
handle the w ires when every touch is liable 
to take the skiu off liis hands. 


In the city w hen a big snow storm occurs 
there are bound to bo a great number of 
w ires broken or grounded. 
They have to I kj 
. .xed at once, and the whole force is sent out, 
working night and day. 
Out in the home of the b lim ird , the great 
northwest, the linemen have a juirticularly 
hard time. 
It is m» cold there sometimes that 
ibe> find it imjKissible to work more than 
half an hour or so at a tim e on the top of a 
telegraph pole. 
W hen the blizzard is a p ar­ 
ticularly hard one it is frequently necessary 
to have gangs from all the surrounding 
country following the track of the storm, so 
that no tim e may lie lost iu getting the wires 
mto w orking order ngain,—New Y o rk T less.

There were other Federal and Confed­ 
erate wounded around us, ami the ground 
was covered w ith dead men and horses, 
I 
dressed C aller's wound^ ami he dressed mine, 
and w ith tin* roar of battle around us we be­ 
came tie* lx*st <>f 
friends. 
None of 
the 
wounded were remove«! that night, ami early 
next day the ghoul liegau to apjieur. 
1 saw 
a iu u h I k t of Confederates robbing the dead 
and woumled. and by and by a member of 
Hood's Texan rangers approached us. 
I had 
oil a p air of new boot ; of fancy make, and 
as he came up ho ordered me to pull them 
off. 
I replied that I was wounded and could 
not do it. 
H e remarked that he wouhl have 
them off in a jiffy, and lie seized m y foot 
and dtvw the boot off in a rough manner. The 
other leg was the* wounded one. and as he 
grabbed m y loot 1 cried out w ith the pain. I 
was then braced up against a bank o f earth 
iu a sitting position, am i the wound had be­ 
come very painful. 
C arter 
reproved the 
ranger for his w ant of feeling, and w ith an 
oath he dropped my foot and picked u p a 
musket with a bayonet attached, 


A CLOSE t 'ALL, 
“ I believe he meant to k ill me, but as he 
thrust at ine the bayonet pass«*«I through rny 
right hip and entered the earth, pinning me 
fast. 'J'lie merciless Ranger then picked up m y 
loot, braced one of his feet ugainst m y body, 
and pulled off the boot. 
Everyth in g turned 
dark to me, although 1 «lid not J<X9© conscious­ 
ness. 
He was going aw ay w ith the boots 
under his arm when C arter reached over and 
j massess«si himself of a revolver from a caval­ 
rym an's holster, and taking careful aim 
at tos-s my legs, he sent a bullet into the 
Hanger's back and dropjicd him dead in his 
tracks. 
I expected we would both l>o m ur­ 
dered for this, but the fellow's own comrades 
came up and agreed that it served him right. 
They ruis *.I me up, cleaned the bayonet of all 
dirt, and then pulled it out as carefully as 
jKissible. 
‘• Just below us was a bit of swamp, and 
Carter, myself and several others managed 
to craw l down to it. 
There was a bed of 
soft, wet muek into which 
we burrowed 
clear up to our chins, and we were there 
another twenty-four hours before the Fed ­ 
eral« came to take us off the field.* The mud 
buth was doubtless the means of sav ing our 
lives, as it kept the flies nw av, stop(«f*«l th* 
loss of blood, aud acted as a dressing. 
W hen 
they came to wash mo off in hospital the 
fiesh about m y wounds was as white as 
chicken meat, and the soreness had nearly 
all disappeared. 
C arter was taken to the 
same hospital, but I never saw him after­ 
ward. 
B u t for him I should certainly have 
I mh'u murdered by the ranger, and it was he 
who revenged mo. 
H e m ay yet l»e living, 
and if so 1 would give more to receive word 
from him than i would to be api>oiuted u 
member of the president's ^ abinet.— Detroit
